GATES VILLE - Former Cop- ; 
peras Cove police officer Eillie 
Horn was sentenced to 20 years 
and. .assessed" a $10,000; fine in 
Gatesville Thursday for sexually 
abusing a 14-year-old boy. 

Bob Cummings, 52nd District 
Judge, set the maximum punish- 
ment allowable. 

In a pre-trial agreement, Horn 
and his attorneys decided the. 
court, rather than the jury, should 
set punishment in the event of a 
guilty verdict 

Horn was found guilty Wednes- 
day by a jury after 4% hours of ! 
deliberation. 

In a telephone interview, de- ! 
fense attorney Sob Odorn of Tem- 
ple said Horn was very disap- 
pointed in the sentence to the point 
that the former police officer was 
"in shock." 

Odom said he would file a mo- 
tion for a new trial and file for an 
appeal 

Coryell County District Attor- 
ney Phillip Zeigler said he was not 
surprised by the sentence. Zeigler 
said the judge's reasons were that 
Horn abused a position of author- 
ity and the nature of the offense 
equalled the sentence. 

Cummings would not comment 
on the case after the trial 

During the trial, a 14-year-old 
boy testified Horn forced him to 
engage in oral sex with him more 
than 20 times during a 13-month 
period. 

The- boy, a member of the Boy 
Scouts Police Explorers program, 

' also testified that he was spanked 
. by CpL Billie Horn at least 50 

- times. ' ' j 
: Horn was suspended indefinitely \ 
from the" Copperas Cove Police 
Department Feb. . 14, and an ap- * 
peals board upheld the firing in 
March. 

The former officer, under oath, 
denied having oral, sex with the ( 
boy arid" accused police* depart- . 
ment officials of harassing the boy 
into signing a statement that led to 
the sexual abuse charges.
